MP attacks 
'confusing' 
planning 
proposals 

PROPOSED new planning 
rules are ambiguous and 
confusing, according to a 
Walsall MP 

Valerie Vaz, MP for 
Walsall South, raised con¬ 
cerns over changes that are 
intended to speed up the 
planning process. She said: 
“The Secretary of State’s 
statement should have given 
us clarity, not ambiguity, but 
I will give some examples of 
how it will confuse a lot of 
people, including planning 
lawyers. 

“First, planning inspec¬ 
tors will be allowed to decide 
on applications, instead of 
the local authority. 

“However, the problem is 
not the speed with which 
planning officers have to 
deal with applications, but 
the lack of properly qualified 
staff. 

Cuts 

“In most councils, cuts are 
affecting the number of staff 
who can make proper deci¬ 
sions on planning issues. 

“The Government is 
looking for options to speed 
up planning appeals. Here is 
one easy remedy: more 
judges should be appointed 
to the High Court to deal 
with judicial reviews and 
appeals.” 

Miss Vaz also repeated 
concerns she has previously 
raised about the Green Belt, 
adding: “There is no need to 
further relax the planning 
rules, but there is a need to 
protect the countryside.”

BUS STATION IN 
£14M SCHEME

PLANS for a new £14 million public transport interchange 
- including a new bus station - are being drawn up for 
Walsall town centre. 

A revamped bus station, taxi rank, coach services and car drop-off facilities are 
being earmarked for Bradford Place. Firm proposals are now being put together 
for the scheme involving Walsall Council and Centro. 

Funding will be needed from the Government and it is the latest in a series of multi¬ 
million pound plans being looked at across the borough. 


Council will 
seek advice 
on services 
for children 

TOP-PERFORMING councils are to be 
approached for advice to help turn around 
Walsall’s failing children’s services, council 
bosses have agreed. 

Councillors from all parties vowed to back 
all efforts to improve the “inadequate” care of 
vulnerable young people across the borough. 

At a meeting of the full council on Monday 
night, the first since the results of an inspec¬ 
tion came to light, support was given to ensur¬ 
ing improvements. 

An amended put forward by Democratic 
Labour councillor Pete Smith was unani¬ 
mously backed within the chamber. 

Find 

It called for support for the work of the new 
independent children’s improvement board to 
find out why the service failed so badly. 

It was also agreed to liaise with other 
authorities, that have similar social and eco¬ 
nomic profiles to Walsall, on areas of good 
practice where safeguarding services for chil¬ 
dren and young people are rated as excellent 
or good. More than £200,000 a year is being 
spent on an interim director.

The current satellite bus terminus has 
previously been dogged by safety con¬ 
cerns. 

A report from transport chiefs over the 
proposed interchange states: “Walsall 
town centre interchange will be the main 
public transport hub in Walsall. 

“It will be located on the south or west 
of the town centre and will replace the 
heavily congested Bradford Place inter¬ 
change, whilst complementing St Paul’s 
Bus Station on the other side of town. 

Shops 

“It will be a fully integrated transport 
facility including a bus station plus inter- 
urban coach services, taxi rank and 
private car drop-off/pick-up facilities. 

“The interchange will be within easy 
walking distance of the town’s shops, 
offices and leisure facilities. 

“The scheme will provide direct impact 
and investment to the continuing regen¬ 
eration of Walsall.” 

Work is not expected to begin until 2015 
at earliest. 

A £430,000 package of improvements 
was completed last year with modern 
glass shelters installed and changes to the 
road layout. 

It comes as up to £10 million has also 
been earmarked to improve Lichfield 
Road, the main link between the town 
centre and Brownhills. 

This will see new junctions to reduce 
congestion at busy sections of the route. 

There are also £25 million proposals to 
overhaul junction 10 of the M6 to combat 
years of problem queues. 

The ambitious proposals aim to 
increase traffic flow around the main 
junction between Walsall and Wolver¬ 
hampton. 

Long traffic queues regularly build up 
around Wolverhampton Road and the 
Black Country Route as motorists head 
towards the M6.

Business 
patrols

A SCHEME to combat busi¬ 
ness crime is to be launched 
in Darlaston after a success¬ 
ful project in Willenhall, 
where there have been 
reports of significant reduc¬ 
tions in attacks on property 
and equipment. 

The business watch 
scheme has involved a 
private security firm helping 
police patrol areas. Sup¬ 
ported by Walsall Council’s 
district centre management 
team, the authority says it is 
has an “extremely positive 
impact” in the community. 

Private security firm 
Cougar Monitoring is 
helping with the patrols. 

Willenhall councillor Ian 
Shires, who is Walsall 
Council’s member for com¬ 
munity engagement, said:

Layby metal thieves 
wore hi-vis jackets 


THIEVES stole around £2,500 worth of metal 
after putting on high visibility jackets to pose 
as workmen in Walsall, a court heard. 

They struck while British Gas had been carrying out a 
pipe replacement scheme in Longwood Lane, Aldridge, this 
summer. Police found the thieves putting metal struts into 
a white transit van in a layby on August 29 at 7.15pm. 

The number plate was covered up to hide the identity of 
the vehicle and around 30 metal supports were found. 

Kiah Smith and Stefan Law both admitted theft when 
they appeared before Walsall Magistrates Court last week. 

Smith, aged 33, of Holden Crescent, Coalpool, who had a 
similar conviction last year, was sentenced to a six month 
jail term suspended for 12 months. He was responsible for 
the vehicle and was banned from driving for a year and also 
given a month-long curfew between 7pm and 7am. 

Law, 27, of Barcroft, Willenhall, was handed an eight 
week prison sentence suspended for a year and a one month 
curfew between 8pm and 6am. 

District judge Graeme Wilkinson said such cases of metal 
theft were now “endemic.” 

Sentencing Smith he said: “You knew what you were 
doing, you went in your van, you went with high visibility 
- jackets so it would appear, in 
my view, that you were 
involved in some sort of offi¬ 
cial business. 

“These offences are now 
so prevalent people like you 
steal metal from wherever 
you can find it.”

Ex-teacher spared jail over images of children 


A FORMER teacher from Willenhall, who stored 
thousands of indecent images of children on 
his home computer, has been spared jail. 

James Kennedy trained for the priesthood 
before deciding to start a family and was also a 
registered FA football coach, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard. 

The 48-year-old is now unemployed but had 
worked as a supply teacher and tutor for disrup¬ 
tive pupils excluded from secondary schools. 

Police found more than 4,000 images of chil¬ 
dren on a computer and memory stick during a 


raid on a house in Wakes Close, Willenhall. More 
than 300 of these images were from the two worst 
categories, revealed prosecutor David Lees. 

Kennedy, who has moved to Meadow Way, 
Stafford, had been exchanging images online 
with up to six people, the court heard last week. 

The defendant, who claimed to be suffering 
from depression, later told police he had “no 
sexual interest” in children but Judge Robin 
Onions said: “I find that impossible to accept.” 

Lewis Perry, defending, said Kennedy was a 
“good man of exemplary character” who had been 


driven to commit the crime through loneliness 
following the break-up of his relationship. 

Kennedy pleaded guilty to five offences involv¬ 
ing the possession of more than 4,500 indecent 
images of children, two of possessing indecent 
moving images and two of distributing indecent 
images of children. He was given a three-year 
community order on condition he completes an 
intensive sex offender group work programme, 
and ordered to pay £340 costs. 

He was also banned from working with chil¬ 
dren for life.

We have decided to replace the 
Transport Users’ Forums for Birmingham, Soli¬ 
hull, Coventry, Wolverhampton, Sandwell, 
Dudley and Walsall with three new Partner 
Engagement Groups for Birmingham and Soli¬ 
hull, the Black Country and Coventry.”

RESTORATION of Moxley war memorial is 
under way, much to the delight of campaign¬ 
ers who pushed for the work. 

The £50,000 programme of improve¬ 
ments includes repairs to the flagpole, new 
plaques installed and part of the monument 
illuminated. 

The Queen Street structure is the first to 
be revamped after Walsall Council 
announced all mounments will be restored 
in the coming years. Measures are being put 
in place to deter metal thieves. 

Darlaston South councillor Chris Bott has 
helped to lead the campaign. 


She said: “Being born and bred in Moxley 
I have passed this cenotaph over a number 
of years and it has badly needed some 
restoration. I am pleased I have been in a 
position to help get funding.” 

Residents in Moxley have helped choose 
the design of the new brickwork, fencing, 
gates, railings and benches. 

Emblems of poppies will be added to the 
gates and fencing. 

The emblem for Moxley will also be put at 
both ends of the memorial and illuminated 
at night.

The new £250,000 site was 
announced in July 2011 and 
is to include interactive 
water jets and water pads as 
part of a £7.6 million rede¬ 
velopment of the town’s 
famous park. 

The bandstand has 
already been refurbishment 
and an outdoor art gallery 
created. 

The water jets were ini¬ 
tially delayed in May due to 
changes in the plans to allow 
for the fitting of a more cost- 
effective water re-circula- 
tion system, pushing the 
start date back to Septem¬ 
ber. 

Councillor Anthony 
Harris, Walsall Council port¬ 
folio holder for leisure and 
culture explained why 
delays had been necessary. 


He said: “We took the deci¬ 
sion to delay the start of this 
work until after the school 
holidays as it would have 
meant the play area was out 
of bounds.” 

The council decided to 
delay the work further, to 
the start of next month, in 
order to minimise disrup¬ 
tion at the bandstand with 
its programme of events. 

Cllr Harris added: “It 
would have had an impact on 
the recent Bandstand 
Marathon, which was an 
important event that drew 
thousands of people. 

“Visitors have been very 
patient and understanding 
throughout the work so far 
and we didn’t want to cause 
additional inconvenience.” 

Council officials con¬ 
firmed that the work being 
undertaken by contractors 
Ustigate Ltd should be fin¬ 
ished before the end of this 
year with completion of the 
rest of the work in the park 
to by 2014.

Remaining services and 
staff will be transferred back 
to the council when the £345 
million agreement finishes 
on March 31, five months 
ahead of schedule. 

It was due to be axed next 
August but the full transfer 
of up to 400 staff from the 
private sector firm will 
happen earlier than origi¬ 
nally anticipated. 

Council chiefs said the 
decision to terminate the 
contract was due to educa¬ 
tion policy changes at the 
national level. 

Academies 

This has seen growing 
numbers of school become 
academies. 

A phased transition has 
been taking place since the 
announcement to end the 
contract just over a year ago. 

The four children’s 
centres currently managed 
by Serco - at Birchills, Blak- 
enall, Darlaston and Palfrey 
- will transfer to council 
control on December 1. 

Final services will then 
revert to the council on April 
1 next year. 

Education boss Councillor 
Rachel Andrew promised: 
“Walsall Council and Serco 
will continue to work 
together to ensure a seam¬ 
less transition of services 
with minimum disruption 
for all concerned.”

He said contrac¬ 
tors were on site within half 
an hour, found the leak and 
worked through the night to 
fix it. He said residents were 
notified. 

Mr Harris added: “We 
apologise to our customers 
for the inconvenience.”

Library service hit by 
cost of stand-in staff 


TAKING on temporary agency staff contributed to a £39,000 over¬ 
spend in Walsall’s library service in just three months. It comes 
despite the cash-strapped department battling to save £140,000 over 
the next three years. 

The latest financial monitoring report has shown that the authority was £39,000 over 
budget during the first three months of the financial year, with agency staff one of the main 
areas for the extra expenditure. Bosses have insisted it is a small percentage of the overall 
library budget and it is expected to fall back in line across the whole year. This is despite 
an anticipated drop in income from fines. 

Leisure chief councillor Anthony Harris said the library service has a gross annual 

budget of £4.7 million. 

He said: “The predicted 
overspend at the end of 
quarter one of £39,000 is 0.8 
per cent of the gross budget 
and represents a relatively 
small amount of money. 

Illness 

“It has predominantly 
arisen due to the require¬ 
ment to employ agency staff 
to cover unexpected vacan¬ 
cies and staff who have long¬ 
term illnesses in order to 
ensure service is not dis¬ 
rupted for the public. 

“There is also expected to 
be a reduction in the fines 
paid by service users which 
affects the income genera¬ 
tion of the service but shows 
that the public are returning 
books and media within the 
allotted timeframe for their 
use.” 

He added: “These pres¬ 
sures are being actively 
managed by rephasing new 
purchases and more flexible 
use of existing staff and 
recruitment of volunteers, 
and it is fully expected that 
the service will out-turn 
within budget by March 31, 
2013.” 


Employee used the 
firm's credit card 
to spend on herself 

A WOMAN spent more than £2,000 on her company’s 
credit card buying herself restaurant meals, paying for a 
hotel stay and filling up her car with petrol, a court heard. 

Mother-of-one Ann Thomas was working at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton firm Equipos Ltd when she was given the card to buy 
office supplies and pay for accommodation for workers trav¬ 
elling around the country. 

But, over a five-month period, the 36-year-old, from 
Roebuck Road, Walsall, repeatedly used the card for a string 
of personal transactions. 

She pleaded guilty to two charges of fraud at Wolver¬ 
hampton Magistrates Court and was handed a four-week 
prison sentence, suspended for 12 months, at a hearing last 
week 

Chairman of magistrates Mr Colin Gardner said it had 
been a “planned connivance, and fraudulent from the 
outset”. 

Conscience 

“I don’t think you had any conscience over what you were 
doing,” he told her. “We find this to be a tremendous breach 
of trust. You breached that trust to buy normal, everyday 
items.” 

Thomas will have to pay back the £2,005.29 she stole 
using the card, plus £325 court costs. 

Mrs Kelly Fox, prosecuting, said Thomas had been an 
“exemplary” employee when she started at Equipos, but her 
standard of work had started to slip after she returned from 
long-term sick leave in May last year. 

After numerous serious mistakes - including errors in 
booking insurance for employees travelling abroad - disci¬ 
plinary proceedings were launched and a “compromise 
package” was reached to allow Thomas to leave her post. 

It was then, she added, that Thomas’s superiors had 
started to notice discrepancies in the accounts.

Cash machine gang went 
on crime spree across UK 


A MASKED gang used circu¬ 
lar saws to cut into supermar¬ 
ket cash machines across the 
country during a 14-month 
crime spree. 

Their actions hit victims hard, 
said a judge as he jailed the four 
raiders for a total of 24 years. 

High-powered cars, including Audis 
and BMWs, were stolen by the four 
men, from Walsall and Birmingham, to 
use during raids and were driven at up 
to 150mph during police pursuits. Co¬ 
op stores were targeted during the 
crime spree by the group, who wore 
masks and balaclavas and used axes 
and hammers to smash through doors. 

Petrol-driven circular saws were 
used to breake into the cash machines, 
Birmingham Crown Court heard last 
week. A total of £684,210 was stolen 
during the 30 attacks, and £83,000 was 
recovered. 

Prison 

Noel Reilly, aged 33, of Southmead 
Way, Birchills, and David Holmes, 31, 
of Perch Road, both Walsall, admitted 
two charges of conspiring to commit 
commercial burglaries between Sep¬ 
tember 2010 and November 2011 and 
burglary in October last year, were each 
handed seven-year prison sentences. 

Simon Phillips, 33, of Hullbrook 
Road, Billesley, Birmingham, who 
admitted conspiring to commit com¬ 
mercial and house burglaries between 
September 2010 and October 2011, was 
jailed for five years. 

Darren Buckley, 35, of Hazelville 
Road, Acocks Green, Birmingham, who 
admitted the same charges, was jailed 
for five years and seven months. 

The men first struck at a Co-op in 
Maidstone, Kent, escaping with 
£19,250. Co-op stores in the Park Hall 
area of Walsall, Solihull, and Northfield 
and Quinton in Birmingham, were tar¬ 
geted although they fled empty-handed 
after triggering security devices.

“With HNC and HND courses costing sig¬ 
nificantly less than equivalent university 
courses, Walsall College is already a cost- 
effective route to achieving a degree. 

“But with the rising cost of living, we 
want to ensure higher education is accessi¬ 
ble to everyone,” she added. 


Tougher test ahead 
for new tan'drivers 


TOUGHER tests for 
people wanting to 
become taxi drivers in 
Walsall are to come 
into force. 

General conversational 
skills in English, simple 
maths and map-reading 
exercises are currently 
assessed in a free 30-to-40- 
minute test. 

But, under new proposals, 
the test would become 
longer and tougher and 
there would be a charge of 
£5. It comes after Walsall 
Council’s licensing and 
safety committee and taxi 
licensing sub-committees 
called for more robust 
English tests. 

It is thought the main 
reason for the majority of 
people failing their assess¬ 
ment is because of poor con¬ 
versational English.

Those that pass would be 
able to then undertake the 
training course conducted 
by the local authority. 

Councillor Zahid Ali, 
Walsall Council’s portfolio 
holder for public protection, 
welcomed the plans. 

He said: “Taxi drivers 


offer the public a very per¬ 
sonal service and new 
drivers need to be able to 
understand and be under¬ 
stood.” 

He added: “I welcome 
these changes for new 
drivers.” 

Joanne Keatley, director 
for curriculum and learning 
at Walsall Adult and Com¬ 
munity College, said: “The 
college is in discussions with 
the council to take on the 
English skills assessment 
for new applicants who want 
to become taxi drivers. 

“We expect to take on this 
responsibility later this 
year.” 

But Zulf Ali, of the Private 
Hire Taxi Association in 
Walsall, said complaints 
about language skills 
amongst taxi drivers were 
minimal. He said there was 
no need for the new tests.

Scrap stretch of bus 
lane on narrow road 


FOLLOWING your recent story about the 
proposed cameras to nab motorists using 
bus lanes and mention of the problems relat¬ 
ing to one bus lane in particular, namely the 
Bloxwich Road bus lane, I have received 
many calls from people agreeing with me 
that the stretch of bus lane from the 
Bloxwich Leisure Centre to the Leamore 
traffic lights on the Bloxwich Road, should 
be scrapped. 

Let me make it clear that I fully support 
the council’s general policy to ensure that 
bus lanes are kept clear when the restric¬ 
tions are in force. 

However, I believe that this particular 
stretch of bus lane needs closer scrutiny. 

If cameras are deployed here to nab those 
using the bus lane, then it will be a real, 
though unjustifiable, cash cow for Walsall 
Council. It is almost impossible NOT to go 
into the bus lane if travelling from Bloxwich 
to Walsall along the Bloxwich Road on the 
stretch approaching the Leamore traffic 
lights.

Village history is 
brought to book 


A GROUP of researchers from 
Cheslyn Hay Historical Society 
are about to launch the third 
volume of their popular local 
history book this weekend. 

Cheslyn Hay Lives: Volume Three is the 
result of 12 months worth of hard work by 
the team of six researchers. The book con¬ 
tains 64 pages of history from the surround¬ 
ing area illustrated with around 110 
pictures from the society’s archive. 

The first chapter deals with the details of 
the Edalji Story, a national news story in the 
early 1900s that called upon the services of 
Sir Arthur Conan Doyle. 

Shapurji Edalji was possibly one of 
Cheslyn Hay’s most controversial vicars, 
whose son, George was imprisoned for four 
years after being suspected of illegally 
slaughtering a number of animals. 

Other chapters include the detailed 
history of Joe Baker a local man whose 
family history reads like the script of a tele¬ 
vision drama. 

The book also features an in-depth look 
into old editions of local newspapers going

back more than 100 years plus a chapter 
dedicated to the history of local buildings 
and Shops including the changing site of the 
Old Britannia Picture House, in Rosemary 
Road, now occupied by Liberty Court flats. 

Author Trevor McFarlane, aged 73, has 
been with the society for 11 years. 

He said: “The interest from the public to 
date has been amazing.” 

The group relies upon donations from 
members of the public to keep its vast 
archives updated. 

Trevor added: “We get a lot of people 
sending us pictures especially after the 
death of a relative, but unfortunately I often 
speak to people who tell me they threw a 
load of pictures out.” 

He said previous years had seen volumes 
sell out by Christmas, so the limited run of 
1,000 costing £4 are not likely to last long. 

The book is due to be released at the 
annual Cheslyn Hay exhibition at the 
Village fall in Pinfold Lane on Saturday Sep¬ 
tember 29 from 10am till 5pm.

New database to fight fire risk 


A NEW database has been 
launched aiming to help reduce 
fire-related incidents across 
Walsall. 

West Midlands Fire Service has 
teamed up with Walsall Housing Group 
to enable key information to be shared 
between the two organisations under 
an ‘incident flagging system’. 

The database will give local fire crews 
access to information about the 


housing association’s 18,000 homes, 
allowing them to identify those tenants 
who may be at greater risk. 

Educate 

Commander Sean Tomkins, of the 
arson task force at West Midlands Fire 
Service, said: “By sharing the informa¬ 
tion, we can help identify properties at 
greater risk of fire and hopefully 
prevent injury to tenants and damage 
to homes. 


“Before, it would have been harder 
for the fire crew to see if a home had 
been visited before. But this system 
makes it easier for everyone to capture 
developing trends and take action.” 

He said it would help to educate resi¬ 
dents and prevent serious incidents. 

“Often a second call-out, or frequent 
call-outs, means a resident may be 
finding it more difficult to cope living 
alone, so might be forgetting to turn the 
oven off for example,” he said.

Tours 
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Toni's head for business 
after shock of losing hair 


WHEN Toni Astbury’s hair 
started coming out in clumps 
the young hairdresser was 
devastated. 

For most women their locks are their 
crowning glory but stress had led the 
24-year-old from Darlaston to suffer 
from alopecia. 

The mother-of-one says she was 
bullied for wearing wigs and even had to 
suffer people pulling them off when she 
was enjoying a night out with friends. 

But now Toni has had the last laugh 
as she runs Precious Heads from her 
home in Midland Road where her hand¬ 
made wigs sell for more than £2,000. 

Daughter 

The former Darlaston Community 
School pupil thanks her one-year-old 
daughter Evie Rose for giving her the 
strength she needed to stand before a 
panel of judges at the Prince’s Trust. 

“After I had my daughter I wanted to 
do something amazing, for her and for 
other people,” says Toni, who was also a 
pupil at Old Church Primary School. 

“I put together my business plan and 
went to the Prince’s Trust - it was like 
standing before the Dragon’s Den 
panel. They asked me a lot of questions 
and were really excited about it as it was 
something totally different - and I was 
going to be helping people with hair 
loss.” 

Toni was told that day that she had 
been successful and was awarded 
£4,000 - they also asked her to be a 
young ambassador for the trust. 

“It was amazing and I phoned every¬ 
one , I was so excited,” she says. 

“I had to wait for the funding to come 
through and then two weeks later I was 
at the UK Wig School in London where 
they taught me everything I needed to 
know.” 

That was two years ago and Toni is 
now in demand with her hand-made 
wigs which take around 50 hours to 
make. 

It was at the Olympics that cyclist

Joanna Rowsell stunned the crowd 
when, after completing a lap of honour 
to celebrate winning a gold medal, she 
pulled off her hat to proudly reveal her 
bald head. The 23-year-old says her 
hair loss has helped drive her on to 
greatness at the velodrome. 

Probably the most famous woman to 
proudly show off her bald head is 
former model Gail Porter. The former 
pin-up girl - whose naked image was 
famously projected on to the side of the 
House of Commons - rose to fame on 
children’s television in the ‘90s and was 
at one time among the highest-paid 
women on television 

The TV presenter lost her trademark 
blonde hair as a result of alopecia - a 
condition which affects around one in 
100 people in the UK. 

Toni says when she lost her own hair 
she could only afford synthetic wigs, 
which you can’t style yourself. 

“I prefer the real hair wigs - you can 
use products and curl it or straighten it 


yourself like normal hair,” she says. 
“The hair comes from India and is very 
natural. They don’t use chemicals on it 
like we do in the UK.” 

After leaving school Tony trained in 
hairdressing at Walsall College and 
travelled the world on cruise ships. 

“I’m not sure what triggered the hair 
loss. I was working at a hair salon at the 
time and it was hard -1 didn’t go out for 
a while which was strange for me as I 
was always known as the party girl.” 

Toni, who lives with her parents, reg¬ 
ularly makes wigs from 8am to 10pm, 
working around the needs of her 
daughter. 

“My clients are a mixture of people 
from children who suffer with cancer 
through to alopecia sufferers like 
myself,” she explained, adding: “My 
hair started growing back around a 
year ago but it is really fine and soon it 
will start falling out again - that’s 
when I will go back to wearing wigs.”

Fall in use of surveillance 
cameras by authority 


THE use of surveillance 
powers to catch fraudsters 
and fly-tippers across Walsall 
has dropped to an average of 
less than four times a month. 

Over four years Walsall Council has 
been the biggest user of spy powers in 
the Black Country and Staffordshire. 

Regulatory Investigatory Powers 
(RIPA) are used to catch benefit cheats, 
fly-tippers and rogue traders. 

But some campaigners have fears 
over the use of the law. Big Brother 
Watch has called for a clampdown on 
its use, saying the powers are open to 
abuse. 


Latest figures for Walsall, show 
RIPA was used 11 times in the first 
three months of the year between April 
1 and June 30. 

In the 12 months overall last year, it 
was used a total of 67 times, while from 
April 2009 to March 2010 the powers 
were adopted 96 times. 

Investigation 

In the first three months this year, 
they were used twice in a benefit inves¬ 
tigation, five times for anti-social 
behaviour enforcement and four times 
by trading standards. This can be for 
the likes of underage test purchasing, 
taxis plying for hire, counterfeit goods, 


fly-tipping or enforcement of litter reg¬ 
ulations. 

Council chiefs have defended the use 
of RIPA saying it ensures decisive 
action to catch benefit cheats, rogue 
traders and helps to tackle anti-social 
behaviour. One woman caught on 
camera dumping rubbish out of the 
back a car was hit with a £1,200 bill. 

The council purchased six under¬ 
cover cameras as part of its ongoing 
war against fly-tipping last autumn. 

A report to the council’s audit com¬ 
mittee says the authority was 
inspected and cleared to adopt RIPA by 
the Office of the Surveillance Commi- 
sioner.

Influx of 
agency 
workers 
doubles 

THE number of agency staff 
placements at Walsall’s 
under-fire children’s serv¬ 
ices department more than 
doubled in eight months, 
new figures reveal. 

There were 92 placements 
filled by agency staff in July, 
compared to 45 last Novem¬ 
ber, with the council being 
charged at an hourly rate of 
between £9.39 and £67.70. 

It comes after an Ofsted 
report branded the council’s 
care of vulnerable children 
inadequate and criticised 
workforce planning, over a 
“frequent use” of agency 
workers and “relatively 
inexperienced” staff group. 

Boss 

But new children’s serv¬ 
ices boss Rose Collinson has 
announced a move away 
from high numbers of tem¬ 
porary staff in the future. 

The figures released by 
the council revealed that 
nine agency workers had 
been employed in the chil¬ 
dren’s services department 
for more than 12 months up 
until July. There were eight 
more who had been in roles 
for between six and 12 
months. 

The council had to pay 
hourly charges of £67.70 for 
project managers, £31.30 for 
qualified social workers and 
£37.51 for senior practition¬ 
ers.

THREE years ago 
developers Gearbox 
unleashed Border¬ 
lands, a hybrid first- 
person shooter and 
role-playing game set 
on a highly inhos¬ 
pitable planet. 

It was a stylish romp, bor¬ 
rowing elements from Mad 
Max, Star Wars and 
spaghetti westerns.

An intelligent new entry 
in the espionage genre 


M elissa George has certainly 
come a long way from the 
picturesque sand dunes of 
Summer Bay and Alf Stewart’s 
kindly lectures. 

The Amityville Horror, Derailed 
and a decent stint in the always- 
loved Friends provided starring 
roles for her; but when can the 
actress finally breathe a sigh of 
relief and be in no doubt that she’s 
really hit the big time? When her 
talents secure her the lead role in a 
gritty BBC espionage drama like 
Hunted (Thursday, BBC1,9pm), 
that’s when - and so we’re about to 
see a whole lot more of this 
brilliantly talented actress. 

Here, she crops up as Sam 
Hunter, an operative for the elite 
private intelligence and security firm 
Byzantium. She’s had something of 
a hard life; while assigned to a 
mission in Tangier, someone tried to 
kill her, and not knowing where to 
turn, she retreated to a remote 
location to retrain. 

A year down the line, and she’s 
fighting fit and ready to return to 


work, but she’s not greeted with 
cards and flowers; suspicion and 
mistrust more like - where has she 
been all this time? That’s the 
question on the lips of her former 
secret lover Aidan Marsh. 

Her bosses are equally as wary 
of her, but they have more 
important matters to attend to; they 
need Sam to infiltrate a family 
headed by millionaire Jack Turner, 
a man with a criminal past and 
who has a vested interest in 
Byzantium’s secret client. 

The premise alone gives a firm 
nod in the direction of fellow BBC 
spy drama, Spooks, so for those of 
you who have been needing a fix 
since that came off air some time 
ago, fill your boots. 

George recently spoke to 
Cinemax about her latest portrayal, 
admitting: “You don’t want to cross 
Sam. She is still the firm’s best 
operative, but since the attempt on 
her life, any trust she had for the 
firm and her co-workers is gone. 
That is why she is so determined 
to go back to work and face her 


team - she really believes that one 
of them is behind it. She is a very 
complicated person and not easy 
to get to know.” 

But it would seem that in her new 
mission, as she integrates with the 
family she’s been assigned to, it will 
be hard not to become emotionally 
embroiled in their story. 

“When the trauma of her past 
resurfaces, it sends her down a 
certain path. In many ways, she 
identifies with Eddie, the child 
she is tutoring in her mission. 
Because of their similar 
experiences, he has a huge effect 
on her that she wasn’t anticipating. 
She struggles with caring too 
much, which can be a liability in 
her business.”

SUVs have a lot going for them 


DON’T be so hard on the big SUV. 
There may be a few individuals 
who buy one because they think 
it makes them look important, or 
because it is the favoured trans¬ 
port of some Premiership foot¬ 
ballers, but ignore them. 

The reality is that a full-size SUV is pos¬ 



sibly the most practical car that money can 
buy 

They’re big, comfortable, versatile and 
luxurious. 

It’s the kind of purchase you make and 
spend every single day being pleased with 
yourself for. 

The reality is though that there are only 
a handful that truly qualify as large - seven 
seats as standard is a must in other words. 

This is why the Mercedes-Benz 
GL-Class has to be on your short¬ 
list. 

First introduced to the UK back 
in 2008, a heavily revised version 
has been announced with sales in 
this country planned for early 
next year. 

If you were familiar with the old 
car then you should spot the new 
GL across a crowded car park, but 
the changes are significant, and 
for the better. 

It has a much cleaner look all 
round, with smoothed-out 
bumpers, the family face and 
sharper creases down the sides. 
There’s no hiding the fact this is a 



big car but you don’t wander up to it with 
a sense of fear: smart design means the 
new GL has presence but won’t intimidate. 

Choose the right model and you can have 
a contrasting colour for the front spoiler 
and sill trims; it’s a subtle addition but a 
remarkably effective one. 

Comprehensive 

You take a half-step up into the driver’s 
seat to be greeted by a cabin that is clear, 
comprehensive in its offerings and gener¬ 
ous with its luxury. 

You sit high of course, not precariously 
so but with a fantastic view of what’s 
ahead. 

The layout of the dashboard is familiar 
Mercedes, as is the quality, so it’s pretty 
straightforward to control all the systems 
and the feeling of luxury is unquestionable. 

Features like the part-wood steering 
wheel might sound excessive but it is these 
small touches that give an S-class experi¬ 
ence. More than anything, however, it is 


the driving that could lead you to believe 
you are ensconced in a luxury saloon. 

For starters, the level of refinement is 
first rate. 

Whether you go for petrol or diesel 
power at low to middling cruising speeds, 
the engine is virtually silent, wind noise is 
well suppressed and despite their size, the 
wheels only transmit a faint rumble. 

Add into that the superb ride quality 
delivered by the revised air suspension 
system and you have a seriously comfort¬ 
able car for you and your passengers - it 
could easily perform limousine duties for 
those needing something a little tougher. 

The GL’s seven seats don’t present the 
usual problems: an electric folding system 
means you can raise or lower the second 
and third rows with the briefest push of a 
button. 

It may be comfort-biased, but the GL is 
far from being an automotive pudding. 

For starters, the steering is light and 
accurate, offering more than sufficient feel 
to deliver comfortable cruising and confi¬ 
dent cornering. 

The air suspension in standard form is 
well judged, but the optional set-up adds 


active anti-roll bars which are genuinely 
effective and create a scarcely-believable 
cornering experience almost completely 
without body roll. 

In the UK, the most popular version will 
inevitably be the GL350 CDi, which offers 
up 190hp and 620Nm of torque, all deliv¬ 
ered through the smooth seven-speed auto¬ 
matic transmission. 

There is ample torque available from low 
revs and the GL350 CDi simply gets on 
with the job. 

Under full acceleration such is the lin¬ 
earity of the delivery that it almost feels 
languid, but the 0-62mph time of 7.9 
seconds tells no lies - particularly remark¬ 
able when you consider the GL350 can 
manage 192g/km and beat forthcoming 
EU6 emission regulations. 

The GL is the kind of car that could 
easily stay in your life for years simply 
because you know it can handle whatever 
you throw at it, the bonus being that it is 
also very desirable in its own right. 

But if you have the means, treat yourself 
to the blockbusting AMG version...

Five ways to combat the 
ever-rising price of petrol 



Going green - one surefire way of cutting fuel bill and saving the planet is to use less of it 


With the first signs of autumn 
beginning to appear, millions 
of UK motorists face a shaky 
outlook as the cost of fuel 
continues to rise. 

Prices have increased steadily 
throughout the year and are almost at 
the same level they reached at their 
peak in 2009, according to the AA’s 
latest figures. 

These high fuel prices come as 
planned rises in rail fares leave fami¬ 
lies and commuters with even less 
transport choice. 

And the general state of the economy 
at the moment means many people 
have less disposable income. 

Unfortunately, there’s not much the 
individual or the government can do 


about it at present - although the 
Office Of Fair Trading’s investigation 
into the relationship between pump 
prices and crude oil has the potential to 
deliver a fairer deal. 

Simply the only way in which the 
individual can reduce the size of their 
fuel bill is to use less of it. 

Five simple tips could help shave 10 
or even 20 per cent off the average fuel 
bill and cost nothing to implement: 

• Tyre pressures are crucial not only 
for safety but also for rolling resist¬ 
ance, which is how much friction there 
is between the tyre and the road. Keep 
your tyres at their optimum pressure 
and you minimise rolling resistance 
while maximising grip. 

• Air conditioning is a wonderful 
thing in summer but it does use extra 


fuel. Switch it off when it’s not 
required. 

• Clutter in the boot adds weight to 
your car and a heavier car requires 
more fuel to make it move, so remove 
everything you don’t need. 

• Having your windows open 
creates extra wind resistance which 
saps fuel. Keep them closed whenever 
possible. 

• Finally, and most importantly, 
driving with good anticipation is the 
key to fuel efficiency. Ideally your 
speed should change as little as possi¬ 
ble. 

Looking well ahead will mean you 
have to stop less often as you blend into 
traffic. Also, make sure you brake 
gently and slowly and accelerate 
smoothly.

METEORS streaked across the Walsall 
skyline at the weekend, but it’s the Saddlers 
who have lift-off. 

They may not have hit the stratosphere 
yet but Dean Smith’s team are starting to 
prove they can be his rocket men, writes 
Nick Mashiter. 

As the meteors broke through the earth’s 
ozone layer on Friday night it was a prelude 
to Walsall’s stellar performance. 

The only zone the Saddlers have been 
concerned about of late has been the League 
One relegation zone - but after Saturday’s 
win over Preston, even that may prove irrel¬ 
evant. 

Seventh in League One, one defeat in 
their last seven games and playing some fine 
football - not a bad return. 

Smith’s Banks’s Babes - the rough dia¬ 
monds and misfits - are being polished into 
a team who can compete, very well and very 
stylishly. 

Panache 

This was an acid test after defeat to Steve¬ 
nage and now both league losses have been 
followed by an impressive reaction - one 
which has been underlined by the brand of 
football. 

There is panache and elegance to the Sad¬ 
dlers’ play. The confidence which has been 
instilled by the ever-positive Smith runs 
through the players. 

Smith desires the team to be known as a 
good one - not just a young one - and per¬ 
formances such as Saturday will have them 
changing monikers swiftly. 

They can be, and will have to be, abrasive 
at times but there is so much promise in a 
side who have ignored the odds and are now 
actively mocking them. 

Smith’s dynamic, inventive side were 
ood - very good - to rally from a goal 
ehind, inspired by George Bowerman’s 
brace. 

The striker typifies the Saddlers. Farmed 
out to Redditch 18 months ago the 20-year- 


old was on a six-month deal - the last chance 
saloon - this time last year. Eyebrows were 
raised when that was extended into a two- 
and-a-half year deal last December. But how 
he has matured. 

Five goals this season represents a fine 
return from a player feeling his way into his 
first real full campaign. Bowerman’s 
improvement matches Walsall’s trajectory 
and Smith’s manifesto. He has been given 
his chance and grasped it. 

Continued performances will inevitably 
lead to greater outside interest but that is 
some way off yet and others, such as the irre¬ 
pressible James Baxendale, also deserve 
credit for victory. 

It was a win which also began to hand 
back the Banks’s Stadium to the Saddlers. 
The much maligned home ground so often 


made of sand has rediscovered its founda¬ 
tions. 

Could the Saddlers finally have a home to 
rely on? Two defeats in the last 13 games 
represent a significant improvement from 
the days of home heartache. 

But a large dollop of caution and realism 
must still come with the Saddlers. They are 
an evolving team, not one which is perfect, 
as Joel Byrom’s lOth-minute opener high¬ 
lighted as he was left unmarked to head past 
debutant keeper Karl Darlow. 

The Nottingham Forest loanee should 
have done better but Walsall persevered. 
The work ethic and, more importantly, the 
belief remained. 

Florent Cuvelier and Andy Taylor were 
denied by Steve Simonsen and, after Darlow 
tipped Stuart Beavon’s header over, Baxen¬ 


dale curled in a delightful leveller. The Sad¬ 
dlers persisted in the second-half, picking 
their way through predictable Preston, 
until Bowerman was hauled down in the 
area by Shane Cansdell-Sherriff. 

The striker sent Simonsen the wrong way 
from the spot and three minutes later curled 
into the corner from 20-yards. 

It ended the contest and only Simonsen’s 
saves from Baxendale and Taylor’s free-kick 
denied the Saddlers further goals. 

The points, performance and plaudits 
were Walsall’s to leave them seventh and 
nine points clear of the bottom four. 

To say enjoy it while it lasts would be a 
disservice to the Saddlers - implying it 
won’t last long-but the struggles of the last 
few years demand it. 

Enjoy it. Revel in it. Long may it continue.

WALSALL’S Martin Gethin 
gave up home advantage and 
still became a world-ranked 
fighter with a gruelling 
llth-round stoppage of Carl 
Johanneson in London. 

Gethin dropped Leeds’ 
Johanneson in the 10th and 
halted his opponent in the 
next round of their IBF 
International lightweight 
title tussle on Frank 
Warren’s dinner show at the 
Mayfair Hotel.
